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fideration, whichit is hoped, may put to filence 
thofe who upbraid the Whig-Schemes of Go- 
vernment, with an Inclination to a Common- 
wealth, or a Diffaffection to Kings. 
a‘ly With regard to the People. Every one 
matt own, that thofe Laws which have mot 
conduced to the Eafe and Happinefs of the Sub- 
ject, have always paffed in thofe Parliaments, 
which their Enemies branded with the Name 
of Whig, and during the Time of a Whig-Mini- 
{try. And, whatis very remarkable, the T ories 
are now forced to have Recourfe to thofe Laws 
for Shelter and ProteGtion : by which they tacit. 
ly do Honour to the Whig-Scheme, and own 
it more accommodated to the Happinefs of the 
People, than that which they efpoufe. 
1 hope I need not. qualify thefe Remarks with 

a Suppofition which I have gone upon through 
the whole Courfe of my Papers, that I am far 
from confidering a great Part of thofe whocall 
themfeves Tories, as Enemies to the prefent E- 
{tablithment; and that by the Whigs I always 
mean thofe who are Friends to our Contftitution, 
bothin Church and State. As we may look up- 
,on thefe to be, in the main, true Lovers of their 
Religion aud Countrey, they feem rather to be 
divided by accidental kriendthips and Circum- 
ftances, than by any effential Diftinétion.

The’ Undertaking, which I am now laying 
down, was entered upon in the very Crifis of 
the late Rebellion, when ie was the Duty of e- 
very 
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very Briton to contribute his utmoft Affiftance 
to the Government, in a manner fuitable to his 
-Station and Abilities... All Services, which had 
a Tendency tothis End, had a Degree of Merit 
inthem,; in proportion as the Event of that Caufe 
which they efpoufed was thendoubtful.  Butat 
prefent they might be regarded, not as Duties 
of private Men to their endanger’d Countrey, 
but as Infults of the fuccefsful over their defeat- 
ed Enemies. | 

Our Nation indeed continues to be agitated 
with.Confufions and Tyumults; but, God be 
thanked, thefe are only-the impatent Remains of 
an unnatural Rebellion, and are no more than 
the After-toffings ofa Sea when the Storm is laid. 
The Enemies of His prefent Majefty, inftead of 
feeing him drivenfromhis Throne, as they vain- 
ly hoped, find him in a Condition to vifit his 
Dominions in Germany, without any Danger to 
himfelfor to the Publick ; -whilft his dutiful Sub- 
jets would bein no ordinary Concern upon this 
occafion, had they not the Confolation to find 
- themfelves left under the Prote@ion of a Prince 
who makes it his Ambition to copy out his Royal 
Father’s Example; and who, by his Duty to His 
Majefty, and Affe€tion to His People, is fo well 
qualified to be the Guardian of the Realm. 

It. would not be difficult to continue a Paper 
of this kind, if one were difpofed to refume the 
fame Subjects, and weary out the Reader with 
the fame Thoughts in a different Phrafe, or to 
ramble through the Caufe of Whig and Tory, 
without. any.certain Aim or Method, in every 
particular Difcourfe.. Such aPraétice in Politi- 
cal Writers, is like that.of fome Preachers taken 
Notice of by Dr. Soxth, who being prepared only 
upon. two or.three Points of Doétrrine, pa the 
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fame Round with their Audience, from one end 
of the Year to the other, and are always forced 
to tellthem, by way of Preface, ‘Thefe are Parti- 
culars of fo great Importance, ‘that they cannot 
be fufficiently twcu/cated. To avoidthis Method 
of Tautology, I have endeavoured to make every 
Paper a diftin& Ef_lay upon fome particular Sub- 
ject, without deviating into Points foreign to 
the Tenor of each Difcourfe. They are indeed 
moft of them Effays upon Government, but with 
a View tothe prefent Situation of A ffairs in Great 
Britain; fo that if' they have the good Fortune 
to live longer than Works of this Nature gene- 
rally do, future Readers may fee in them, the 
Complexion of the Times in which they were 
written. However, asthereis no Employment 
fo irkfome, as that of tranfcribing out of one’s 
felf,.next to that of tranfcribing out of others, 
I fhall let drop the Work; ince there’do not 
occur to me any material Points arifing from 
our prefent Situation, which I have not already 
touched upon. 

As tothe Reafoningsin thefe feveral Papers, I 
muft leave them to the Judgment of others. 
have taken particular Care that they fhould be 
conformable to our Conftitution, and freefrom 
that Mixture of Violence and Paffion, which fo 
often creeps into the Works of Political Writers. 
A good Caufe doth not want any Bitternefs to 
fupport it, as a.bad one cannot _fubfift without. 
it. It is indeed obfervable, that an Author is 
feurrilous in proportion as he is dull; and feems 
rather to be in a Paflion, becaufe he cannot find 
out what'to fay for his own Opinion, than be- 
caufe he has difcovered any pernicious Abfurdi- 
ties. in that of his Antagonifts. A Man fatiri- 
zed by Writers of this Clafs, is like one burnt 
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in the Hand with a cold Iron: There may be 
ignominious Terms and Words of Infamy in the 
Stamp, but they leave:no Impreffion behind 
them. 

It would indeed have been an unpardonable In- 
folence foraFellow-Subje& to treat in a vindi- 
ctive and cruel Style, thofe.Perfons whom His 
Majefty has endeavoured to reduceto Obedience 
by Geutle Methods, which he has declared from 
the Throne.to be of? agreeable to his Inclinations, 
May .we not hope that all of this kind, who 
have the leaft Sentiments of Honour or Grati- 
tude, will be won over to their Duty by fo ma- 
ny Inftances of Royal Clemency, in the midft of 
fo many repeated Provocations ! May we not 
expe that Cicero’s Wordsto Cafar, in which he 
{peaks of thofe who werceCefar’s Enemies, and 
ot hisConduét towards them, may be applied to 
His Majeity ; Omxwes enim guifuerunt, ant Jia per- 
timacta vitent amiferunt, aut tua Mifertcordsa reti- 
nunerunt ; ut aut nulls fuperfint de wwimrcss, aut qut 
faperfuerunt, amiciffiras fint. Quare gande tuo 
sfto tam excellent: bono, et fruere cum fortuna, ct 
gloria, tum etiam natura, et moribus tus, Ex 
quo quidem maximus eft frucius, jucunditafque fa- 
pients Nibilhabet mec fortuna tua mejus, guain 
ut poffis, nec nature tua melius, quem, ut velss, 
quamplurimos Reet: rT 

As for thofe.Papers of a gayer Turn, which 
may be met, within this Collection, my Reader 
‘will of himfelf, confider, how requitite they are 
to gain.and keep up an Audience to Matters of 
this, Nature; and wil] perhaps be the more In- 
dulgent,to. them,» if,he obferves, that:ghey are 
neve ofthem without aMoral, nor contain any 
thing butwwhat is conif{tent: with-Decency. and 
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It is obvious that the Defign of the whole 
Work, has been to free the Peoples Minds from 
thofe Prejudices conveyed into them by the Ene- 
mies to the prefent Eftablifhment again{t the King 
and Royal Family, by opening and explaining 
their real Characters; to fet forth His Majefty’s 
Proceedings, which have been very grofily mif- 
reprefented, in a fair and impartial Light; to 
fhew the Reafonablenefs and Neceflity of our 
oppofing the Pretender to his Dominions, if we 
have any Regardto our Religion and Liberties : 
And, in a word, to incline the Minds of the 
People to the Defireand Enjoyment of their own 
Happinefs. There is no Queftion, humanly 
{peaking, but thefegreat Ends will be brought a- 
bout infenfibly,; as Men will grow weary of a 
fruitlefs Oppofition ; and be convinced by Experi- 
ence, of a Neceffity toacquiefce under.a Govern- 
ment which daily gathers Strength, and is able to 
difappoint the utmoft Efforts of its Enemies. In 
the mean while, I would recommend to our 
Malecontents, the Advicegiven by a great Mo- 
ralift to his Friend upon another Occafion; that 
he would thew it was in the Power of Wifdom 
to compofe his Paflions; and Jet that be the 
Work of Reafon-which would-certainly be the 
Effet of Time. 

I fhall only add, that if any Writer fhall do 
this Paper fo much Honour, as to infcribe the 
Title of it to others, which may be publifhed 
upon the laying down of this Work ; the whole 
Praife, or Difpraife of fucha Performance, will 
belong to fome other Author; this sst being | 
the la(t Paper that will come from the Hand of 
the free-holder.
